internal wireless communication-purpose antenna (Fig. 1, antenna element 10) 
mounted on said second housing unit (Fig. 1, housing element 2) that includes a 
radiator defining a second sphere, where the diameter of the second sphere is smaller 
than 1/(2Pi) of the wavelength of the electromagnetic wave used in said internal 
wireless communication" in independent claim 7; and also of Applicant's remarks (see 
remarks received on 04 June 2008, pages 9-10).
